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Sucnoif 655. The governor shall appoint six persons, not more than three of whom 
shall he from the same political party, who shall constitute a hoard of state charities, to 
serve without compensation ; two of whom, as indicated by the goverror, upon the fixed 
appointment, shall serve for one year, two for two years and two for three years ; and 
upon the expiration of the term of each, his place, and that of his successor, shall, in 
like manner be filled, for the term of three years. The governor shall be ex- officio a 
member of said board and the president thereof. Appointments to fill vacancies- 
caused by death, resignation or removal before the expiration of such terms may be 
made for the residue of terms in the same manner as original appointments: 

Sec. 656. That the board of state charities shall be provided with a suitable room 
in the state house. Regular meetings of the board sjhall be held quarterly, or oftener if 
required. They may make such rules and orders for the regulation of their own pro- 
ceedings as they may deem necessary. They shall investigate the whole system of 
public charities and correctional institutions of the state, examine into the condition 
and management thereof, especially of municipal and state prisons and reform at or ies v 
workhouses, jails, infirmaries, children's homes and state institutions; and the officers 
in charge of all such iastitutions, and those who are in any way responsible for the 
administration of public funds used for the relief or maintenance of the poor, shall fur- 
nish to the board, or its secretary, such information and statistics as they may n quire; 
and, to secare accuracy, uniformity and completeness in such statistics, the board may 
prescribe such forms of report and registration as they may deem necessary. And all 
plars for new jails, workhouses, children's homes, h firmaries, state institutions, and 
municipal lockups or prisons, and for important additions to, or alterations in such 
existing institutions, shall, before their adoption by the proper officials, be submitted to 
the board for criticism and approval. The governor, in his discretion, may, at any 
time, order an investigation by the boaid, or by a committee of its members, of the 
management of any penal, reformatory or charit ble institution of » he state, and said 
board or committee, in making any such investigation, shall have power to send for 
persons and papers, and to administer oatbs and affirmations; and the report < f such 
investigation, with the testimony, shall be mac'e to the governor, and shall be submitted 
by him, with his suggestions, to the general assembly. 

Sec. 657. That the said board may appoint a secretary, who shall receive for his 
services, in addition to his traveling expenses, such salary as may be agreed upon by 
the board, not to exceed twelve hundrtd dollars per annum. All accounts and expendi- 
tures shall be certified as may be provided by the board, and shall be pud by the 
treasurer upon an order from the auditor of state. 

Sec. 658. The board of state charitit s shall annually prepare and print, for the 
use of the legislature, a full and complete report of all their doings during the preced- 
ing year, stating fully and in detail all expenses incurred, ail officers and agents 
employed, with a report of the secretary, embracing all the respective proceedings and 
expenses during the year, and showing the actual condition of all the state institutior a 
under their control, with such suggestions as they may deem necessary and pertiuent. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 
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Office of the Ohio Board of State Charities, 

November 15, 1899, 

To the Seventy- Fourth General Assembly of the State of Ohio : 

The Ohio Board of State Charities herewith submits its Twenty- 
Fourth Annual Report. 

During the year the Board has visited, by committees, all of the State 
Institutions. Their general condition has been found satisfactory. In 
many of them marked improvements have been made both in adminis- 
tration and in physical condition. 

CUSTODIAL CARE OF ADULT IDIOTS. 

By Act of the General Assembly passed April 22, 1898, (0. L., Vol. 98, 
p. 209), the prospective care of adult idiots is provided for. This impor- 
tant step forward has been recommended many times in past years by the 
Board of State Charities, and we heartily commend any additional legis- 
lation necessary for its speedy consummation. 

What these essentials are Dr. G A.Doren, Superintendent of the In- 
stitution for Feeble-Minded Youth, has iully presented in his report for 
the current year, with ample reasons therefor, and all necessary statistics, 
and to this report we refer for all needed information. 

THE COLONY PLAN. 

The law authorizing custodial care of idiots contetn plates the adop- 
tion of what is known as the Colony Plan, and for that purpose author- 
ized the purchase of a farm of not less than one thousand acres, which is 
to be under the care of the management of the Board of Trustees of the 
Institution for Feeble-Minded Youth. 
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Such a farm comprising 1,068 acres, 12 miles southwest of Jthe city of 
Columbus, has already been purchased, at a cost of 169,950, which hak 
been in charge of the State since February 26, 1899. 

Dr. Doren says that " the care of the land not rented upon shares 
made it necessary to locate a number of our larger boys, varying from six- 
teen to twenty-two, upon the place. These were accommodated in tents 
during the mild weather, doing the hay harvesting, cultiavting that part 
of the ploughed land not rented, and assisting in the building of sheds 
for the protection of the feed and stock, as well as a cottage for the accom- 
modation of the workers." 

The electric lights have been extended to all of the existing buildings 
adding greatly to the comfort of the inmates. 

Dr. Doren recommends the erection of three buildings annually, each 
accommodating one hundred inmates, which can be done largely by the 
inmates, and believes that the colony can be made largely self-supporting. 

\ DEAF AND DUMB. 

Concerning the number of deaf children of school age in the State, 
we have but imperfect data. While the law requires the assessors to take 
an enumeration of these children every four years, we find that in "a large 
majority of the townships they have failed to make any satisfactory 
returns. Prom numerous investigations which have been made by peo- 
ple interested in the deaf, it is found that the proportion of deaf to the 
total population varies from one to fifteen hundred to one to twenty- five 
hundred. We think it would be a reasonable estimate to say there is one 
deaf child of school age to every four thousand population, and on this 
basis there are probably one thousand such children in the State, The 
institution gives instruction to five hundred each year, the school in Cin- 
cinnati to forty, in Cleveland to forty, in Elyria to seven and in Dayton 
five. In all of the schools for the deaf in the State there are no more 
than six hundred children in attendance. Probably fifty more are receiving 
private instruction or are attending schools outside of the State making 
six hundred and fifty children educated. It is the duty of the State to 
provide for the education of all these children. She has undertaken t • 
do so by the enactment of two laws by the last legislature looking to the 
establishment of day schools wherever five children can be collected for 
that purpose. Two such laws are on the Statute B joks. One touches 
Cleveland and Cincinnati only and the other the State in general. The 
former law provides for instruction in public schools of all deaf children 
between the ages of three and twenty-one; the second between the 
ages of three and fifteen. It was the intention of the author of the 
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second law that when these children had reached the age at which 
they could begin to learn a trade, they should be transferred to the insti- 
tution for that purpose and for continuing their education. Thus we 
have three channels through which deaf children can be reached, all 
separate and distinct. It would probably be a wise provision could these 
schools be unified and be made branches of the institution at Columbus 
giving children primary education where it is possible, and transferring 
them to the institution when they have reached a certain grade. This 
need not destroy the identity of day schools where they can be maintained 
by boards of education, but strenghten them by uniformity in course of 
study and method of instruction. This is the more important in view of 
the fact that but few, if any, of these schools can provide for manual train- 
ing owing to the small number of pupils in attendance and the circum- 
stances surrounding them. Numerous trades are taught in the institu- 
tion which enable the graduates of the school to go out into the world and 
make their own living. The institution also offers advantages for a high 
school education which can scarcely be hoped for in the smaller schools 
of the State. We are quite sure if this plan could be adopted that the 
management of the institution would look after the organization of day 
schools in many cities where they are neglected because of lack of knowl- 
edge on the part of the boards of education and the parents of children. 
In this way provision could be made for the education of all the deaf 
children in the State. 

OHIO STATE REFORMATORY. 

The Ohio State Reformatory had its origin in an act of the General 
^Assembly, passed April 14, 1884, authorizing the erection of an inter- 
mediate penitentiary. On account of the insufficient appropriations its 
progress toward completion has been very slow; however, after the lapse 
of ten years one wing of the new institution was sufficiently advanced to 
authorize the reception of a limited number of prisoners. In the mean- 
time, by act of the General Assembly, passed April 24, 1891, the name of 
the institution was changed to that of the u Ohio State Reformatory," 
and by the same act, rules and regulations for its organization and gov- 
ernment, upon what is known as the Elmira system, were enacted. 

As a beginning, and in order to secure prison labor for grading and 
getting the grounds in order, 150 short term prisoners were transferred to 
the Reformatory from the Ohio Penitentiary, in September, 1896, and its 
occupancy began. Since then other prisoners have been added by sen- 
tence of the courts, so that during the current year, ending November 15, 
the average number of inmates has been about 300. 
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During these years of occupancy, however, the Reformatory, for the 
most part, has been only such in name; and for the very good reason that 
without walls or other buildings, with all the necessary appliances for 
education and industrial training, the requirements of the Elmira System 
could not be operated to any large extent, and the institution has been, 
and still remains, practically, a penitentiary on the Auburn or Congre- 
gate System. 

In the near future, however, all this should be changed, for, with the 
appropriations asked for by the Board of Managers, the institution can 
be so far completed during the coming year as to inaugurate reformatory 
methods. Already the conditions are such that with the very moderate 
appropriations asked for that purpose by the Board of Managers, trade 
schools for the instruction in carpentry, brick-laying, plumbing, paint- 
ing and plastering, could be installed by the opening of the coming spring, 
and the prison labor thus instructed could be utilized in the construction 
. of needed buildings within the walls now approaching completion. 

THE ELMIRA SYSTEM. 

The Elmira System was an outgrowth of various preceding experi- 
ments, and notably those inaugurated by Capt. Machonochie,at Norfolk 
Island, in Australia, in 1840, and later by Capt Crofton in Ireland. The 
fundamental principles of this system have never been better stated than 
by the National Prison Congress at Cincinnati, in 1870, a declaration of 
thirty-seven articles, only a few of which we have room to quote: 

1. Punishment is defined to be "suffering inflicted on the criminal 
for the wrong done by him, with a special view to securing his reform- 
ation. , 

2. "The supreme aim of prison discipline is the reformation of 
criminals, not the infliction of vindictive suffering. 

3. "Ttie progressive classification of prisoners, based on character 
and worked on some well-adjusted mark system should be established in 
all prisons above the common jail. 

4. " Since hope is a more potent agent than fear, it should be made 
an ever-present force in the minds of prisoners, by a well-devised and 
skilfully applied system of rewards for good conduct, industry and atten- 
tion to learning. Rewards more than penalties are essential to every good 
prison system. 

5. "The prisoner's destiny should be placed, measurably, in his. 
own hands ; he mu3t be put into circumstances where he will be able, 
through his own exertions, to continually better his own condition. A 
regulated self-interest must be brought into play, and made constantly 
operative. 
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6. " Peremptory sentences ought to be replaced by those of inde- 
terminate length. Sentences limited only by satisfactory proof of refor- 
mation should be substituted for those measured by mere lapse of time. 7 ' 

These ideas were put into operation more fully than anywhere else 
*t the New York State Reformatory, in 1876, and their success in the 
reformation of men has been so conspicuous, that they are now known as 
the Elmira System. By this system, at Elmira, over eighty per cent, of 
its graduates have been reinstated in society as honest and self-support- 
ing citizens. 

In 1877 the Elmira System was inaugurated at the Massachusetts 
State Reformatory for Women, at Sheroorn, and in 1884 at the Massa- 
chusetts State Reformatory, at Concord, for men, and both of these insti- 
tutions have become models in efficiency of administration. The exam- 
ple of Massachusetts was soon followed by other states, and for several 
years reformatories on the, Elmira System have been in operation in 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Michigan, Minnesota, Kansas and Indiana. 

In New York, Massachusetts, Ohio and Indiana, admission to their 
reformatories is limited to young n\en under thirty years of age, con- 
victed of felony for the first time, but in other states classes of misde- 
meanants are also included, but in all these reformatories the sentences are 
indeterminate between a maximum and a minimum limit. 

In nearly a'l of our northern convict prisons, other than reform- 
atories, the Elmira System has been adapted to the extent at least of pro- 
gressive classification and discharge upon parole for a limited class of 
prisoners. In this movement Ohio took the lead, in 1884, at the Ohio 
Penitentiary. 

In some of these states the system has not brSn wisely administered, 
but nevertheless, everywhere, with a single exception, it has been re- 
ported as superior to the old methods, and in only one state (South 
Dakota) has it been abandoned. 

FAULTS OF ADMINISTRATION. 

In every prison where the Elmira system has been adopted, either 
partially or as a whole, any shortcomings, as a rule, are clearly traceable 
to inefficient administration. In the nature of things, this system requires 
a high grade of prison officers— men of ability, efficiency, and high moral 
character — and they should be trained to their work as fully as the offi- 
cers of the army and navy, and their tenure of office should be as perma- 
nent. Of course, politics must be eliminated as a requirement lor official 
position, and the merit system must be absolute. 
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At Elmira, Concord, and Sberborn, these conditions have been 
largely attained, and the result has been the conspicuous success of these 
institutions. 

SELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

In the selection of officers, of course, the superintendent must be 
chosen by the Board of Managers, or other governing power, and then he 
should be trusted with the selection of his subordinates, without dicta- 
tion from anyone, and should be held accountable for their efficiency. 
In Indiana the law of 1897, organizing the reformatory, provides that 
"the Board of Managers are hereby forbidden to solicit or requestor 
in any way interfere with any appointment of any officer or employe," 
and the Superintendent in his first biennial report declares that "all offi- 
cers have been selected and retained upon their merits only, and no man 
is ever released as a political or personal favor, either towards himself or 
some friend." 

The Indiana Reformatory has now nearly nine hundred prisoners, 
and, operated on the principles indicated above, it ie needless to say, it 
has already attained a high rank in the list of American Reformatories. 

THE PAROLE OF PRISONERS. 

In the administration of the Elmira System, the corner stone of 
which is the indeterminate sentence, the most important feature is the 
parole, for all that precedes it are simply steps to this important end- 
Toe parole is predicated upon the idea that the prisoner is reformed, and 
progressive classification, and industrial training, and education, mentally 
and morally, are simply instruments to bring about this important 
attainment. 

In order to ascertain the results of these various appliances a daily 
record of progress made must be carefully kept, and this is known as the 
Marking System, and by it the prisoner goes up or down If he perseveres 
in good conduct and wins the required number of marks, and reaches the 
first grade, and maintains a perfect record for six nrmths,* and satisfies 
the management that he can be trusted outside he is entitled to parole. 
It is true a bad man sometimes can pass the grades and demand his re- 
lease, but as a rule he cannot conceal his true character and his parole 
must be refused : such refusal will not discourage honest effort on the part 
of other prisoners, for they appreciate the justice of such a decision, and 
will approve it. 

As stated in a recent paper by Superintendent Hert of the Indiana 
Reformatory, u Tn the parole of men the greatest care is taken to insure 
success. Every case is carefully considered upon its merits, and the spirit 
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in which a man has kept the rules of the institution, and has performed 
his work, is regarded quite as much as the fulfilment of the specific rules. 
In other words, the character and intentions of a man as revealed in his 
general deportment are made to tell equally with his observance of the 
strict letter of the rules." 

If this view of the parole is correct then it necessarily follows that 
no prisoner should be released from his parole until he has given 
satisfactory evidence of his entire reformation. If he breaks his parole 
and is returned to the prison he should again commence at the beginning 
and work his way through to the end of another parole. If this view of 
the parole is correctthen it follows, as the night the day, that the law of 
Ohio passed by the last General Assembly, (0. L.,Yof. 93, p. 350, Sec. 16), 
allowing the managers to discharge the prisoners without parole, should 
be repealed, and the sooner the better. 

This law practically transfers the power and duties of the State 
Board of Pardons to the Managers of the Ohio State Reformatory, so far 
as th« prisoners of that Institution are concerned, and its influence can- 
not be otherwise than evil. * 

The proper functions of a Board of Pardons, and a Board of Parole, 
are separate and distinct and should never be united. 

A Board of Pardons, for the most part, deals with questions pertaining 
to prisoners outside of the prison walls, such as evidence of innocence, 
or excessive sentences, or conditions of health, etc., but with these a Board 
of Parole has nothing to do. Its purpose, and sole purpose, should be to 
ascertain whether a prisoner can be trusted outside. 

DANGERS TO BE AVOIDED. 

Clearly, therefore, a Board of Parole should limit its action to the 
conduct of the prisoner in prison. With his outside history they have 
nothing to do, except such knowledge of his environment and attain- 
ments as may be useful in directing his training inside, or his location 
on parole. 

Every prisoner should understand that parole can only come through 
good C3nduct in prison, and that outside influences will have nothing 
whatever to do with it. The moment that politicians, or lawyers, or 
political pulls are allowed to interfere the parole system becomes an evil 
rather than a good, or at least its efficiency is heavily handicapped. The 
law of parole for the Ohio Penitentiary, and until recently of the Ohio 
State Reformatory (Revised Statutes, section 7388-29), provides that " in 
no case shall any prisoner be released, either conditionally or absolutely, 
usiess there is, in the judgment of the managers, reasonable ground to 
believe that he will, if released, live and remain at liberty without vio- 
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lating the law ; and that hid release is not incompatible with the welfare 
of society ; and such judgment shall be based upon the record and char- 
acter of the prisoner established in prison, and no petition or other form 
of application for the release of any prisoner shall be entertained by 
the managers, and no attorney or outside persons of any kind shall be 
allowed to appear before the Board of Managers as applicants for the 
parole of a prisoner ; but these requirements shall not prevent the Board of 
Managers from making such inquiries as they may deem desirable in re- 
gard to the previous history or environment of such prisoner, or as to his 
probable surroundings it paroled, but such inquiries shall be instituted 
by the prison managers themselves, and all information thus received 
shall be considered arid treated as confidential." 

These requirements are in force in most of the states where paroles 
are allowed, bat unfortunately in some states they are not strictly ob- 
served, and the result is the whole reformatory system is weakened. In 
fact the pirole is the very heart of the system, and when it fails of honest 
or intelligent enforcement everything fails, for as soon as a prisoner 
learns that anything else besides good conduct and improved character 
can secure his release, the most powerful leverage for his reformation has 
been taken away. The law of Ohio forbidding outside influences in 
securing paroles, although it has not always been observed as strictly as 
it should have been, has nevertheless, been of great value, and it is 
greatly to be regretted that it was so modified by the last legislature 
(Vol. 92, p 350) as not to apply to the Ohio, State Reformatory, and we 
recommend its prompt restoration. 

AID TO DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 

One of the valuable features of the parole system, when properly 
administered, is the requirement that* before the prisoner is discharged 
employment must be provided for him with a reputable employer, who 
takes him with a full knowledge of his antecedents, and guarantees him 
occupation for a definite period of time, and affords him opportunity to 
reinstate himself in society as a trustworthy and self-supporting citizen. 

On the other hand when a prisoner is discharged at the close of a 
definite sentence and no employment is provided, his disadvantages are 
almost insurmountable. His seclusion may have extended over many 
years, during which great changes have occurred in the outside world, 
and he is like a child or a stranger turned out to meet new conditions. 
During his imprisonment he has also been relieved from all care for him- 
self in the way of employment or support. The fact that he has served 
in prison raises a suspicion against him, and though he has paid the pen- 
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alty for bis trangression, he is at a disadvantage. Other laborers refuse 
to accept employment with him, officials previously notified of his dis- 
charge look on him with disfavor, and acts which would not be thought 
peculiar but for his record are construed against him. 

Unfortunately many over-zealous officers, instead of aiding the dis- 
charged convict to find honest employment and lead a better life, by sug- 
gestion stir suspicion against him and cause his dismissal from such 
place as he may have. His failure under all circumstances- to find em- 
ployment is often used against him, and he may soon be incarcerated 
again as having no visible means of support. The world seems harsh 
and cruel and he loses courage, and thus he is outlawed and forced into 
a criminal class. 

Uoder these circumstances it would seem the imperative duty of the 
State to make some provision for the aid of discharged prisoners of this 



In Great Britain, and in most continental countries, this duty is 
recognized and performed. 

• In England, especially, Prisoners' Aid Associations are fostered by 
the government, and there are now about seventy in England al6ne, and 
every prisoner upon discharge is offered an opportunity to lead a better 
life. 

In Ohio, and in most other states, there is nothing pf this kind, 
aud it is a shame to our civilization that there is not. 

In Massachusetts they have a law passed twenty years ago which 
authorizes the prison commissioners to " expend for the assistance of con- 
victs discharged from prison a sum not exceeding three thousand dol- 
lars annually. They may employ, at a salary not exceeding one thou- 
sand dollars a year, a person to act as their agent in aiding such dis- 
charged convicts, said agent shall, under the direction of the commis- 
sioners, counsel and advise such discharged convicts as may seek his aid, 
and furnish them with clothing, board and tools suitable for their em- 
ployment; and shall, by correspondence with persons in mechanical and 
agricultural pursuits and associations, take measures to procure employ- 
ment for such of them as may desire it." 

Ten years later the law was amended so as to authorize also the ap- 
pointment of a female agent for the care of discharged female prisoners. 

The results of this kind of work is summed up in the report ot the 
Prison Commissioner for 1898 as follows : 

'* One particularly gratifying work of the department, and one that 
we believe is doing a greater amount of good lor ihe money expended 
than almost any other form of public expenditure, is that ot aiding dis- 
charged prisoners to re-establish themselves in the world on their'release 
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from prison. Without such aid as we furnish them many of them would 
be unable to maintain themselves and would be obliged to beg or steal 
and, thus violating the law, would probably be returned again to our 
institution, and becoming hardened to prison life, and by the treatment 
of the world in refusing work diligently sought for, would sullenly accept 
their fate and become of the rank of recidivists, to populate our institu- 
tions for an indefinite time." 

Tha last published report of the State Agent of Massachusetts states 
that u During the year ending September 30, 1898, assistance has been 
rendered by the agent, in response to 1,658 appeals for aid to discharged 
prisoners. One thousand and sixty-five of this number had been in- 
mates of the Massachusetts Reformatory, and were aided at an expense 
of $3,776.17. The remaining 593 cases were distributed among 211 men 
who had been inmates <>f the state prison, and 133 men released from 
the jails and houses of correction of the Commonwealth." 

Warden Coffin, of the Ohio Penitentiary, who has had more experi 
ence ^ith prisoners probably than any other man in Ohio, in response to 
a recent inquiry says: " It seems to me that the employment of a htate 
agent to look after discharged prisoners and their welfare would be an ad- 
vance step, it would encourage them in well doing and operate as a 
restraint and keep the prisoner from going wrong. The duties of such 
an agent, properly performed, would be a substitute for the labors of a 
prisoners' aid society where none exists." 

STATE AGENT IN INDIANA. 

In response to a recent inquiry, Mr. A. W. Butler, Secretary of the 
Board of State Charities of Indiana, under date of November 23, 1899, 
says : " The State Agent for the care of discharged prisoners at our Re- 
formatory does not use a printed report. We find such an agent is 
very useful. Our first experience in this direction was the employment 
of one good man to serve both the office of chaplain and state agent at a 
salary of $1,500 a year and actual traveling expenses. We find that 
the undertaking is too great for him, and we have now given him an 
assistant who will do most ot the traveling. 

" The State Prison, which paroled comparatively few of its inmates 
has heretofore let the clerk act as the State Agent. He has not had op- 
portunity nor funds at his disposal for the purpose of visiting paroled 
men. The Board is now considering the propriety of appointing the 
chaplain to this position. 

u The expense of visiting the men upon parole depends upon the 
relaive location of the men and the number that can be visited on a trip. 
The experience of the Reformatory is that it costs $5 per day for travel- 
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ing expenses and the agent can, as a rule, visit three men per day. I am 
advised that the traveling agent has just returned from a seven days' trip, 
in which he visited sixteen men at an average expense of $2.25 per man. 
Generally the average is not so much as this." 

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING. 

In conducting a reformatory industrial training is everywhere recog- 
nized as an important factor. The reasons for this have been admirably 
stated in a recent report by Superintendent Scott of the Massachusetts 
State Reformatory, than whom there is no higher authority. He says : 
" Every one in charge of prisoners realizes the efficacy of manual labor in 
prisons, not only as a means to lessen the burden of expense and main- 
tain discipline, but as a reformatory agency. Labor is necessary and all 
labor beneficial, but when it is directed with a view to instructing, 
disciplining and developing the prisoner, it becomes one of the most 
prominent factors in reformatory work. The prisoner who has learned a 
trade, and has learned to love that trade, not only has the means to sup- 
port himself honestly, but has a definite purpose in life. 

k( The superintendent, in regulating his industries should bear this in 
mind, and, while it is commendable to obtain such industries as are 
remunerative, the chief aim should be to obtain those which are in the 
largest degree beneficial to the prisoner, and at the same the least com- 
petitive with outside labor. While every prisoner shoul * spend some 
portion of each day in the trade school to be taught a definite trade, there 
remains a large portion of the day in which he can be profitably em- 
ployed upon remunerative labor. With this view the industries and 
trade schools of the reformatory have been inaugurated. The remunera- 
tive industries and trade schools are run continuously throughout the 
working hours of the day, and one-half of each prisoner's time, especially 
the younger portion, is spent in the workshops and one-half in the tra?e 
schools, with the exception of some of the older men and those who have 
already acquired trades, who are kept in the shops all day. The trade 
schools are doing excellent work, even though they have less room and 
facilities than they should have to do the best work. The superintendent 
of trade schools, in charge of a competent corps o' instructors, directs the 
work and makes the assignments of prisoners to the different classes. 
Ordinarily each class is divided into two divisions, the forenoon and 
afternoon division, consisting of twenty- five prisoners each. The trades 
taught are plumbing, tinsmith ing, blacksmithing, bricklaying, plastering, 
masonry, engraving, printing, cabinetmaking, wood turning, wood carv- 
ing and painting, and a large number of the younger and more defective 
priBonf re are given instruction in the Sloyd system of wood working. It 
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* 
is not intended merely to make the pupil skillful so much as to awaken 
his perceptions and develop his faculties. 

" Sloyd is not a set of models, it is not a prescribed course of exer- 
cises, it is not the use of certain tools. Sloyd is a tool work so arranged 
and employed as to stimulate and promote vigorous, intelligent self- 
activity for a purpose which the worker so recognizes as good. The spon- 
taneous exercise of the creative faculties for a useful and good end is a 
moral tonic. 

" The large amount of construction work during the past year hA& 
afforded the trade schools ample means to apply the knowledge which the 
prisoners have acquired in the different schools. The new school build- 
ing is a monument to their work, all of which was done by the members 
of the different trade classes. 

" This building afforded practical work to the masons, brick-layers, 
plasterers, carpenters, plumbers, electricians, and painters, and the plans 
from which the building was erected were designed and drawn in the 
drawing class of the trade school." 

In the Ohio State Reformatory, doubtless, as at Concordj shops and 
other interior buildings can be constructed largely by prisoners. Even 
now, with the prisoners on hand, Superintendent Sefton proposes to put 
up a shop building for trade schools, if materials are furnished, and thia 
much, at least, should be done during the coming year, and trade in- 
structors and other necessary appliances should be authorized, so that by 
another year there would be ample prison labor for the erection of any 
other buildings that might be r* quired. 

Heretofore the prisoners have been employed in running sewing 
machines, making clothing for themselves, Louse work, baking, laundry 
work, working in the engine room, and electric lifting plant, barbering, 
cooking, clerking, carpentering and blacksmithing, but without any 
trade school instruction. 

Since the reformatory was opened, many of the prisoners have been 
employed in grading the grounds and other outdoor work, but this work 
is now about completed and other work must be furnished. Much good 
also has been derived Irom the farm connected with the reformatory. It 
is run with profit, and affords an opportunity for outdoor work to a num- 
ber who are in delicate health and whose health might be impaired if 
they were required to labor in shops, and iu this way farm products for 
the institution have been largely furnished, and farm labor has been in- 
structive as well as productive. 

During the past year the surplus labor has been employed in a shop in 
making gloves and mittens for contractors under the piece-price plan.. 
This industry, it is true, kteps the men employed, but it is an industry 
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of very little use to a prisoner after discharge, and the managers have de- 
cided to abandon it for trade schools, and more instructive employments, 
if the necessary appropriations are allowed. Under existing conditions 
it is clearly evident a long step forward should be made in the line of 
industrial training and productive labor, and we earnestly recommen4 
that adequate appropriations for this purpose be made. 

A SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY. 

At the Elmira Reformatory, since the adoption of the new State Con- 
stitution restricting prison labor, all productive labor, except for prison 
use, has been abandoned, and the institution has practically become a 
school of technology, where about thirty separate trades are taught. Upon 
the whole, however, the Massachusetts system of employing prisoners 
one-half the time upon productive industries, seems preferable, for the 
reason that not only are trades taught, but the increased efficiency thus 
gained for the productive industries largely compensates the State for the 
time and money spent in teaching them. 

/ 

EDUCATIONAL WORK. 

Educational work in the reformatory has been as well organized and 
conducted as the condition would permit. All prisoners must attend 
every afternoon or evening. In the schools are four grades — the kinder- 
garten, primary, intermediate and higher, and apparently good results 
have been obtained. 

MORAL AND RELIGIOUS WORK. 

In the report of Superintendent Scott, already quoted, he says : " No 
reformatory attempting the work of reclaiming men should leave out the 
agencies of religion and morality. When a Godless life brings men to 
prison, a Godless prison will do little towards their restoration. No mat- 
ter how well prisoners may be instructed in trades, educated or physically 
trained, their reformation is not a complete work unless there has been 
instilled into their hearts a strong desire for the right. A reformatory 
should afford ample moral and religious instruction and should produce 
a healthy and religious atmosphere, so that its influences shall ever be 
felt." 

In the Ohio State Reformatory the moral and religious work has 
been in charge of Chaplain W. H. Locke, and has been efficiently con* 
ducted, and the results have been very satisfactory. 

In view of the importance of moral and religious influences in pri- 
son it is exceedingly important that every officer and employee should

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be a person of high moral character, for if prisoners are to be reformed 
th©y must have mein in charge who are worthy of imitation. 

PRISONERS CONVEYED TO REFORMATORY. 

Section 7388-27 Revised Statutes, Section 10, provides that all prison- 
ers sentenced to the Ohio State Reformatory " shall be conveyed to said 
reformatory in accordance with such orders, rules and regulations as the 
Board of Managers and Superintendent thereof may establish; and the 
clerks of courts shall notify said Board of Managers and Superintendent, 
of sentences to said Reformatory * * and after such notification all 
sheriffs shall deliver to the said Board of Managers, or its representatives, 
on their demand, under the rules so prescribed by them, the custody of any 
person so sentenced as is now provided by law for the conveyance of 
prisoners to the Ohio Penitentiary." 

The object of this provision, which has been in operation at the 
New York State Reformatory over twenty years, is to afford larger informa- 
tion in regard to the antecedents of the prisoner than are ordinarily 
furnished by sheriffs. An officer from the reformatory, trained to the 
work, goes outside of the court records and gathers up all obtainable in- 
formation in regard to the history, environment, family relations, and 
previous character of the prisoner so that the managers of the reforma- 
tory may determine more intelligently the treatment best suited to his 
reformation. 

At Elmira, and elsewhere where this method prevails it has been 
found valuable, and certainly much more economical to the State. 

We are informed, however, that objections have been raised by sher- 
iffs of counties, on the ground that it is an interference with their per- 
quisites in the way of fees. So violent has this opposition been in some 
counties, as we have been informed upon what seems to be reliable testi- 
mony, that sheriffs have persuaded judges to send to the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary prisoners who properly belong to the reformatory, in order that 
these sheriffs may get lees, and thus for a few dollars, hopeful young men 
convicted of the first offense, are deprived of the opportunities for a bet- 
ter life that the state has provided at the Reformatory. 

To correct this evil, and also in the interest of economy to the state, 
and to afford a more intelligent treatment of prisoners, it might be ad- 
visable to authorize the Managers of the Ohio Penitentiary to send their 
own officers for all prisoners convicted of offenses to which the parole laws 
are applicable. 

If thisshouid not be deemed advisable it would seem desirable that 
the present law for the Reformatory should be repealed, for under exist- 
ing conditions the Ohio Penitentiary is over-crowded whilst the Ohio 
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State Reformatory has over one hundred empty cells, and it would seem 
desirable to relieve the Penitentiary by sentences to the Reformatory. 
Upon the completion of the Reformatory, as contemplated, during the 
coming year, there will be over four hundred additional cells for occu- 
pancy, so that the Ohio Penitentiary could soon be relieved of its surplus 
population by a proper adjustment of sentences by courts. Certainly it is 
a subject well worthy oi consideration. 

PAROLE IN OHIO PENITENTIARY. 

In the Ohio Penitentiary where the parole laws have been in. opera- 
tion since July 1, 1885, without modification in regard to the admission of 
outside influences, or amendment to authorize discharge without parole, 
the wisdom of the law has been fully demonstrated and therefore there 
should be no hesitancy in restoring its operation to the Ohio State Re- 
formatory. 

The Ohio Penitentiary wa3 the first in the world where the Parole 
System was applied to prisoners serving definite sentences, and its wis- 
dom is indicated by the fact that it has since been adopted in a major- 
ity of the states of the Union, and practically under the same conditions. 

In response to a recent inquiry the Warden of the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary makes the following response. 

"1st. I know of no improvement that could be made in the Parole 
Law. 

u The Board of Managers recently, acting on my suggestion, changed 
the rules governing the granting of paroles. Those rules now require the 
employer of every paroled prisoner to give bond in the sum of $25.00 that 
he will report to the Managers any failure upon the part of the prisoner 
to comply with the requirements of the parole law, and as a guarantee 
that the employer will furnish employment for the prisoner as promised 
in thp agreements 

u The law is beneficial and useful to both prisoner and State. While 
not all paroled prisoners observe the conditions of the parole law and be- 
come good citizens, the exceptions are few and can be made kss by exer- 
cis ng greater care and using the best judgment in the granting of 
paroles 
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" 2nd. Following is a table of statistics, illustrating the operation 
of the parole law from the day it went into force to the present:

In the Ohio Penitentiary the number of prisoners to whom the 

parole laws are applicable is about one-third, as is indicated by the fol- 
lowing statistics: 
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Population November 15, 1899, 1,943. From this must be taken the 
following class.es who are absolutely ineligible under the law.

These deductions leave the number- 731 

Of these, however, a good many do not desire a parole on account of 
its restrictions, and prefer to serve out their time, and be free to do as 
they please when they go out. 

The average length of time served in the Ohio Penitentiary by those 
who have been paroled since July, 1885* has been two yedrs, one month 
and seven days. 

* PRISON LABOR. 

The prisoners in the Ohio Penitentiary, and in the various work- 
houses of the state, daring the past two years have been iully employed 
in productive labor, and apparently without any serious objections from 
outside industries. 

Prior to that time, however, a large number of prisoners were idle, 
and there was active opposition to the employment of any prison labor 
that came into competition with outside labor. 

In the General Assembly of 1897 there was an effort made to adopt 
the New York system, then just inaugurated, of employing prison labor 
solely in the manufacture of articles for state and county institutions. 

The advantage claimed for this system is that it does not effect prices 
of similar articles manufactured elsewhere, except as it lessens the de- 
mand for such articles in public institutions, which is comparatively a 
small evil. 

Whatever of truth there is in this proposition we do not care to dis- 
cuss, but it is very evident that the New York system has not yet been 
sufficiently tested to warrant its adoption in Ohio. In some respects it 
seems promising, but it is a very costly experiment, and it would seem 
wisdom on our part to wait until satisfactory results, as a whole, are def- 
initely established. 
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A recent report of a legislative committee in New York after a thorough 
and searching investigation of the New York prisons, shows that not more 
than one-third of the prisoners are steadily employed; that such as are 
occupied are not required to work full time, and with tasks not likely to 
develop good habits of industry; and that none of the grades of prisoners 
are instructed with a special view of fitting them for outside occupations 
as the law contemplates. It also states the financial results are as yet in- 
adequate and unsatisfactory, the total earnings for the last year (1898) 
being only $130,748.49, leaving a deficit in the prison work of productive 
industries pursued of $378,042.27 to be supplied by taxation. 

Certainly, thus far, the New York system cannot be counted a 
success. 

If in Ohio there should arise any serious demand for a change in 
existing methods of employing our prison labor it might be well for the 
General Assembly to appoint a Commission to make an exhaustive in* 
quiry into the whole subject of prison labor, and report to the next Gen* 
eral Assembly with recommendations. 

SUSPENDED SENTENCES. 

For twenty years past the State of Massachusetts has had in force a 
law which provides that when a person is convicted of a criminal offense, 
the judge has the power to discharge him without a sentence of imprison- 
ment, but retaining him under supervision provided by the law. 

Certain men of upright character and of much experience in dealing 
with prisoners are appointed by the court as probation officers. 

The work of the probation officer is of two kinds: 

First. Investigation. 

Second. The visitation and oversight of those who are placed on 
probation. 

INVESTIGATION. 

All arrested persons are seen by the probation officer before they 
come into court. Kindly inquiries are made as to their families, home, 
occupation, and condition. The investigation is not made to obtain evi- 
dence for establishing guilt, but by furnishing information as to the gen- 
eral character of the individual, to assist the judge in making his decision. 
After interviewing the prisoner an investigation is made outside to de- 
termine the truth of his statements. This is often superficial, but usually 
enough information is obtained to enable the judge to act intelligently, 
In important cases an extension of time is granted to complete the in- 
vestigation. Registration is made by the probation officer catalogued by 
a card system that may be available at any time for the information of 
the court. 
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VISITATION AND OVERSIGHT. 



After investigation the trial occurs and the verdict is pronounced. 
If the individual is put on probation, the sentence of the court is simply 
deferred. It may be imposed at the expiration of the term of probation, 
or the probationer may be surrendered and sentenced before the term ex- 
pires. During probation visits are made by the officer as often as once a 
week, or the probationer may be required to report in person at the office 
of the probation officer. Friendly relations are established. Probation 
officers may also aid in securing employment in assisting probationers 
who are away from the city, and in getting friends to interest themselves 
in their behalf, endeavoring to develop their moral sense, to strengthen 
the character, and to remove them from bad associations. The applica- 
tion of the probation system gives an opportunity to apply special treat- 
ment to individual cases. 

LENGTH OF PROBATION. 

In smaller places the term of probation has been about one year. In 
the central municipal court the term is about five weeks, but this can be 
extended if deemed advisable by the court. 

At the expiration of probation the case may be disposed of in one of 
four ways : 

First, by extension of the term of probation ; second, by a surrender 
or by sentence ; third, the case may be defaulted by non-appearance in 
court; fourth, the case may be dismissed. 

This system of probation was made optional with the courts and for a 
h umber of years it was only enforced in Boston, but it has steadily grown 
in favor until at present, there are about sixty probation officers who are 
paid salaries, and the result has been that a large proportion of first 
offenders are released without sentence, and are saved from criminal 
lives. 

Ifi Massachusetts the probation officers are appointed by the courts 
where their duties are required, and their compensation is fixed by the 
courts ; but in Ohio it would seem practicable to make the work of proba- 
tion officers a part of the official duties of chiefs of police, aided by such 
subordinates as they might select. 

THE DEATH PENALTY 

By act o^ the General Assembly, passed April 23, 1898, (0. L., Vol. 93, 
p. 223), it is provided that u whosoever purposely, and either of delib- 
erate or premeditated malice, or by means of poison, or in perpetrating, 
or attempting to perpetrate, any rape, arson, robbery, or burglary, kills 
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another, is guilty of murder in the first degree, and shall be punished by 
death, unless the jury trying the accused recommend to mercy, in which 
case the punishment shall be imprisonment in the Penitentiary during 
life ; provided, however, that murder in the first degree as herein defined, 
shall continue to be a capital offense within the meaning of the consti- 
tution. And provided further, no person convicted of murder in the 
first degree shall be recommended for pardon by the Board of Pardons, 
or for parole by the Board of Managers of the Penitentiary, except upon 
proof of innocence established beyond a reasonable doubt." 

As to the effect of this legislation a sufficient time has not elapsed to 
determine, but we are inclined to believe that it will be salutary. First, 
because it will secure conviction for murder in the first degree where the 
reluctance of juries to inflict the death penalty would secure an acquittal 
in many cases; second, it prevents any risk of taking the life of an inno- 
cent man. 

The wise provision of the law cutting off ali possibility of release by 
pardon, except on the grounds of innocence, seems to obviate the prin- 
cipal objection heretofore made against the removal of the death penalty, 
And therefore it would seem to be wise to give this new law a fair trial. 

THE INTERCHANGE OF COMMODITIES. 

The interchange of commodities, that is, the disposal of the 
surplus products of one institution to other institutions of the 
State, appears to the Board of State Charities to be a simple, feasible and 
very desirable proposition. Perhaps the difficulty heretofore has been 
that too much was undertaken. The Penitentiary labor might be left 
out of present calculation entirely, inasmuch as there seems to be a well 
^defined movement looking towards a complete change in our system of 
employing prison labor. There has been no effort made to put into 
practice the provisions of a law passed at the last session of the General 
Assembly, providing for the appointment of a commission for such an 
interchange. * The Board believes that if properly organized, such a sys- 
item would result in a considerable saving to the State. 

COUNTY JAILS. 

The Board of State Charities with great regret is compelled to say 
that very little progress has been made in the condition of the county 
jails. The legislation is all that can be desired. The difficulty is in the 
lamentable ignorance and indifference of the authorities directly respon- 
sible lor their management. The separation of prisoners, so essential for 
their own benefit and the protection of the public, is almost entirely ig- 
nored, and some sheriffs have even argued that it is inhuman to prevent 
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the prisoners from associating together, entirely ignorant of the fact that 
the daily corridor exercise, as now conducted, is the most efficient and 
complete instrumentality that Satan now employs for the degradation of 
the more innocent prisoners and the general demoralization of the com- 
munity. Nothing but a decided expression of public sentiment can cor- 
rect this evil, and the Board of State Charities would most earnestly in- 
vite the attention of all judges who have the power of commitment and 
jurisdiction, to the condition of the county jails and to the enforcement 
of the laws respecting the separation of prisoners and the general man- 
agement of the jails. 

The employment of matrons to have charge of women prisoners, in 
preference to the present system of having men to superintend them, is- 
most desirable. The objection on the score of expense can easily be re- 
moved by having the matrons paid for the time they are on duty. When 
there are no women prisoners, of course their services will not be needed. 

THE STATION HOUSES. 

The station houses which have recently been erected in Cincinnati 
are models of good judgment, and are proper adaptation to the purpose 
designed. 

The House of Detention at Cincinnati for women and children 
accused of crime, is under the charge of police matrons and is admirably 
conducted. 

NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF CHARITIES. 

The Twenty-sixth National Conference of Charities and Correction 
at Cincinnati in May last, was a memorable meeting, one of the largest 
and most successful ever held. Three hundred and fifty-five members 
were in attendence, of whom sixty lived in Cincinnati. Twenty-five 
states, the District of Columbia and the Province of Ontario were repre- 
sented. The attendance of interested visitors was unusually large, num- 
bering with the members, seven hundred and seventy-eight. The local 
interest in the Conference was attested by the presence of two hundred 
and thirty-eight visitors from Cincinnati, most of them members of the 
Boards of Visitors of the various charitable institutions for which that 
city is famous. The exercises wera of a high order. Many of the 
papers showed great care in their preparation. The addresses of Mayor 
Jones, of Toledo, Ohio, and the Reverend Washington Gladden, D. D., of 
Columbus, Ohio, were remarkable for their ability and the public interest 
was manifested in the attendance of very large audiences. 

Child-saving work, the placing out of children in homes, and state 
control of county jails, attracted great attention. 
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The opportunity afforded on the Sabbath for giving tne public full 
information respecting the work of the Conference was utilized to an ex- 
tent never practiced before, and every prominent member of the Confer- 
ence addressed one or more of the church congregations of the city and 
vicinity, to the great gratification of the public and the grateful ac- 
knowledgment of the Conference. 

The citizens of Cincinnati recogaiz d most pleasantly the work of 
the Conference. Public and private hospitality were unbounded, and 
the general effect o\ the Twenty-Sixth National Conference was most 
favorable on the members, the visitors, and the whole community. 

There are several subjects treated in the report of the s-cretary which 
we have not thought necessary to cover in this report. We would, how- 
ever, call special attention to his report on the care of children, the ad- 
ministration of outdoor relief, and the care of the insane and epileptic. 
These topics are of immediate interest, an 1 we ask for them a careful 
reading.

REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



Columbus, Ohio, November 15, 1899. 
To the Members of the Ohio Board of State Charities : 

I have the honor to submit herewith my annual report for the year 
ending November 15, 1899, accompanied with the usual statistical tables. 

The collection of these statistics involves an immense amount of 
labor and much time. The constant effort to induce institution officers, 
particularly of infirmaries ani children's homes, and township clerks to 
keep their books and records so that the information asked ior by the 
Board, under authority of Section 656 R. S., can be promptly and ac- 
curately given, has resulted in the gradual improvement of their reports. 
But they are not yet satisfactory. Several difficulties have lain in the 
way. Chief of these is the diverse methods and, in some instances, 
absence of any method, of bookkeeping. Another difficulty is the lack 
of sufficient office room and clerical assistance to enable us to use to the 
best advantage the reports made, and the inability to compel officials to 
adopt and maintain the standard fixed by the Board. The Board should 
have sufficient additional appropriation from the Legislature to enable it 
to employ an additional clerk who must be an experienced bookkeeper, 
and who should not have only the ability to tabulate and analyze the in- 
dividual reports, but who might be sent, when necessary, to the institu- 
tions making unsatisfactory reports, or failing to report at all, to examine 
their books and instruct them in keeping proper records. This work is 
important and I am confident the results ot the adoption of this sugges- 
tion would ba o c large benefit to the State and to the institutions. With 
the occupancy of the new quarters set apart for the Board in the new 
State building the office facilities will be largely increased and the much 
needed additional room secured. The committee appointed early in the 
year to devise a uniform set of books and blanks for infirmaries will meet 
during the winter, and should be able- to complete its work so that the 
next year may see the inauguration of this reform. 

THE BULLETIN. 

The publication of the Ohio Bulletin of Charities and Correction 
has been continued with good results Much of the year's work covered 
heretofore in the annual reports has been given out through the quarterly 
•and with comparatively little delay. The force of this statement can be 
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appreciated when it is remembered that the annual report for the year 
ending November 15, 1898, already a year old, is still and has been for 
many months past in the hands of the state printer. 

TOWNSHIP REPORTS ON OUTSIDE RELIEF. 

There are in the state thirteen hundred and seventy-one townships. 
The law provides that each of these divisions of the state shall make pro- 
visions for the relief of its own poor, save those who may be proper county 
charges. This latter class (county charges) includes all who may or will 
become permanent charges. Twelve hundred and twenty-one townships 
have made reports on blanks furnished by this office, for the ten months 
ending June 30, 1899. These reports are highly satisfactory and indicate 
an increasing carefulness on the part of the trustees tnd clerks in main- 
taining records of the poor. In many of the townships the labor incident 
to the preparation, of these reports is considerable. I would suggest that 
authority be given the township trustees to allow a certain small com- 
pensation to the clerks for returning satisfactory reports to the office of 
the Board, the rate of compensation to be determined by law and to be 
proportionate to the size ot the report, and to be paid only on the certifi- 
cate of the secretary of the Board of State Charities, certifying as to its 
worth. 

The compilation of these statistics is a large task and involves 
considerable correspondence. The Board of State Charities would seem 
to be entitled to some credit for the large annual saving made in the last 
two years in these relief expenditures, and to the hearty support of the 
Legislature in bringing about further improvements in the care of the 
outside poor; support not alone in legislation on our Poor Laws, but in 
appropriations to enable the Board to ascertain the character and amount 
of work done by each township and county in Ohio for the poor and 
needy. 

The aggregate expenditure of townships for outside relief for the ten 
months ending June 30, 1899, was $221,698.28. This sum probably 
exceeds the actual expenditures. That it does so can be attributed to the 
practice of infirmary directors in some counties of the state of reimburs- 
ing townships for relief expenditures incurred by them. A part of the 
reported township expenditures, just how much no one can say, has been 
returned to the townships by infirmary directors and is reported by 
them, the directors, as county expenditures. In this connection it is well 
to call attention to the outside relief expended by the county infirmary 
directors during the twelve months ending August 31, 1899, amounting 
in the aggregate to $237,929.04. Here again certain counties have re- 
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v ported the sums* reimbursed to the townships for poor relief. Prom this 
duplication of reports it is apparent that the actual amount of outside 

.- relief expenditures is really less than the reports show—probably the 
whole amount for the State does not actually exceed $360,000. 

THE INSANE— SPECIAL CENSUS. 

In compliance with the provisions of Section 700 the office is now 
engaged in the collection of statistics of this class. 

The law directs the Board of State Charities to annually ascertain 
the number of insane persons in each county of the state, requiring pub- 

; lie care, and report the facts to the Superintendents of the State Hospitals 
and Probate Judges. The census now being taken will be valuable not 
only in showing the number of these people in the several county in- 

> firmaries and State Hospitals, but in the general description of each insane 
inmate of the infirmaries, especially as regards their habits, age, sex, and 
the care and attention they may require. The information will be made 
available as soon as possible, and a general description of every insane in- 
mate of a county infirmary will be sent to the superintendent of the 
State Hospital ot the district. 

THE INSANE— STATE CARE. 

"That on and after June 1, 1900, it shall be unlawful to receive, or 
keep in any county infirmary in the State of Ohio, any insane or epilep- 
tic persons, and all sections authorizing the receiving or committing of 
such insane or epileptic persons to the infirmaries of the state are hereby 
repealed." (O. L., Vol. 93, p. 274.) 

The above law takes effect on the first day of June, 1900. What is 
to be done with the insane and epileptic inmates now in our infirmaries? 
It is obvious that the state cannot, or will not be ready to put the law in 
force by the time fixed. It remains for the 74th General Assembly to 
carry out the designs of its predecessor by making imme date appropri- 
ations to the end that state care may be given to all of our insane, by the 
opening of the year 1901. With less than this the people of the state 
should not be content. Last year, in my report, I suggested how this 
additional provision might best be secured. I have not had reason to 
withdraw the suggestions then made. By the erection of inexpensive, 
simple and roomy cottages, designed to accommodate one hundred 
patients each, the per capita cost of construction not to exceed $250.00 
(if necessary the cottages could be built of wood and but one story high), 
these cottages to be located two each at the Columbus, Dayton and Athens 
Hospitals, and with the completion of the projected cottages at'the Mas- 
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billon Hospital, the full provision of state care might be extended to every 
insane person in the state. The three hospitals named are built on the 
old Kirkbride plan. They have poorer facilities for classification of in- 
mates than any one of the other four institutions for insane. Toledo and 
Massillon are constructed on the cottage plan. Cleveland has two admir- 
able cottages, built within the past six or seven ywars. LoDgview has 
under construction a separate cottage for acute cases, in which provision 
will also be made for a considerable number of chrdnic cases. The relief 
to Athens, Columbus and Dayton hospitals, in each of them having cot- 
tage provision for two hundred of their chronic cases would be immense 
— not only as concerns the officers, but in the increased comfort to all 
of their inmates. The plan suggested, I believe, will provide a maximtim 
in accommodations and relief at a minimum cost of time and money. 

The problem of state care for our insane is certainly not now a very 
difficult one. The infirmaries report, as remaining at the close of the 
year, a total of 1,340. In this number are included very many very old 
people who are not, strictly speaking, insane. There are also included 
many who have never been in a state hospital — many who have never 
been adjudged insane. 

From personal observation I do not believe that it would require 
immediate provision for more than nine hundred, to relieve the infirm- 
aries of the insane. A part of this additional provision is now nearly 
available at the Massillon hospital, where about two hundred inmates 
can be provided for early in 1900. 

EPILEPTICS. 

The infirmary population of this class has been decreased within the 
past year. There were remaining on the 31st of August, 1899, three hun- 
dred and sixty-nine in these county institutions. Under the law the 
State must relieve the counties of their care by June 1, 1900. The Gal- 
lipolis hospital must be enlarged. The expectation has always been that 
that institution would continue to grow in size. There are now about 
nine hundred inmates. There are also in our infirmaries, as above stated, 
three hundred and sixty-nine. In addition to these there are 253 in the 
several State hospitals, none being reported from the Athens hospital. 
Originally it was the intention of the State to relieve the insane hospi- 
tals and the county institutions of the care of this class by the erection 
of the Gallipolis hospital. That original idea has never been quite lost 
sight of. It is time now to bring it to the fore and hold steadfastly to it 
until the result is attained. The new buildings to be asked for by the 
Gallipolis Board of Trustees should be allowed, but I believe that it 
would be but just to require that the buildings should first of all provide 
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for the epileptics now under public care outside of that hospital. After 
that has been done the further enlargement of the hospital, or the estab- 
lishment of a second one, can well receive the careful attention of the 
Legislature. 

INSANE CRIMINALS. 

There is one other department in, the care of the insane in which our 
State is lamentably weak, and that is in the care oi the criminal insane. 
There is nothing new to be said in urging better provision for this class. 
Arguments have long since been exhausted. It only remains to present 
to the Legislature year after year the recommendation for their better 
care, and to call attention to the outrage committed on the other inmates 
of our State hospitals in their enforced intimate association with insane 
criminals and criminal insane, and to await patiently the time when 
the weight of public sentiment shall arouse our legislators to action. The 
Board of State Charities has, annually, for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury, endeavored to bring this matter to a fruitful issue. Hope is not 
yet dead, but it has been long enough deferred to tinge it with gray. 

CARE OF CHILDREN. 

The State has not and is not doing its full duty to the children under 
its care in State and county institutions. There are three distinct classes 
of children for whose welfare the State has assumed and must continue 
to bear a large resppnsibility. 

First, the children at the Ohio Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home 
at Xenia; second, the children committed to the Boys' Industrial School 
and the Girls' Industrial Home ; and third, the children in the county 
homes. Of the first class there are approximately one thousand ; of the 
second twelve hundred and thirty-two and four hundred and eight re- 
spectively, and of, the third more than three thousand eight hundred, 
an aggregate of about sixty-five hundred children. I want briefly to 
point out wherein the State is derelict in its duty to each of these classes. 

No one, I think, will be disposed to support the statement that the 
State's duty and responsibility ends with the discharge of children, im- 
mature and not infrequently orphaned and friendless, from its direct 
custody. In each instance, through some disability oh the part of the 
child, disability of age, environment or habit, or through incapacity of 
its natural protectors, the State has undertaken to direct its present life 
so as to assure future usefulness. 

Consider now, in the light of the .foregoing statement, these facts. 
Last year, at the Ohio Soldiers' and Sailors' Orphans' Home, there were

discharged from the Home at the age of sixteen years forty-four children, 
none of whom had parents or friends to care for them. They were home- 
less. The Superintendent of the Home, Colonel Fulton, says that hornet 
were found for them very largely through the instrumentality of the 
Grand Army of the Republic and Woman's Belief Corps organizations. 
In some instances homes or places were found for them through 
correspondence. This is unsatisfactory. These children should not be 
educated by the State and at an age when they most need care and g«od 
counsel, turned adrift. The responsibility of the State is not lessened 
because the soldiers' organizations over the State, in part, care for them. 
The State care should be extended until a permanent and satisfactory 
home or employment is found for each one. 

The same criticism, and in much more emphatic terms, holds good 
in relation to the delinquent children. This class averages somewhew 
between ten and twelve years of age when the State assumes their cue. 
These children have had a bad start— the twigs have been inclined the 
wrong way; habits have already been formed that are leading them into 
trouble and difficulty. The State proposes to rectify all this so far as it cut 
be done. She removes them from the evil -influences that have hereto- 
fore surrounded and molded them; she takes them into her own home, into 
institutions of her own providing; she sets counter influences at work, 
influences for good; for nearly two years she honestly and faithfully en- 
deavors to straighten the twig — to destroy b id habits and to build up good 
ones. She sends them to school, she makes a pretense of teaching them 
a trade, she gives them moral instruction — all for nearly two years with 
children who, for the most part have had ingrained in them from in- 
fancy, undesirable traits and habits. Then what? It sends them back, 
with rare exceptions, to the places of their origin under a sort of parole 
that may mean much or little. What has been done to render safe their 
return to it ? What aid is given them to confirm and strengthen the 
necessarily shallow good impressions they may have received in the all 
too short period of State care? Practically nothing. To me it seems 
but a plain duty, a part of our system yet undeveloped, that the 
Stave should extend its care of these children. That when the boy or 
the girl cannot with safety be returned to their homes, with at least a 
reasonable expectation that their reformation already begun will be con- 
tinued, they should be kept until good character has been established; 
and all of them should have at their side, to uphold, encourage, advis£ 
and strengthen them, an agent of the State, employed for that one pur- 
pose, n?ver to lose sight of one of these children until they shall have 
been fully confirmed in good character. 

3 8T. CHAB. 
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The children in our county homes are, with few exceptions, legally 
in the full custody of the Home officials — that is, they have been legally 
surrendered to the Home, and are, for the most part, available for place- 
ment. 

Our Homes are increasing in number and size. As already stated, 
three thousand eight hundred and eighty-four children were cared for 
during the past year. Less than seventeen per cent, of this number were 
Reported as placed in families. The average daily number of children 
under care was over twenty-three hundred. 

It is well at this time to direct attention to the inefficiency of the 
present placing-out system of our county homes. There are fifty of these 
institutions. Their fundamental purpose is to provide temporary shelter 
until family homes may be found. Generally speaking they are failing 
in this important work. The homes care for an average of nearly eighty 
children a year, each — the number placed in families will average less than 
thirteen for each home. The average length of time the children remain 
in the county homes is not less than three years. The cost of keeping in 
the homes is not less than one hundred dollars per year each. 

The children placed in families by the home officials are not, as a 
rule, supervised sufficiently after leaving the home, and not infrequently 
the homes into which they go are selected with little care. 

In Indiana, until recently, a similar state of affairs existed in refer- 
ence to the county homes. Acting on the suggestion of the Board of 
State Charities, the Indiana legislature appropriated, three years ago, two 
thousand dollars to enable the Board to employ an additional clerk, 
whose duty it should be to supplement the work of the Homes in the 
placing of children in families, by seeking suitable homes for them and 
supervising them after placement. That work, begun three years ago, 
has so commended itself by the good results attained that at the last 
session of the Indiana Legislature, the former appropriation of two thou- 
sand dollars was doubled and two agents instead of one, employed. 

I am convinced that legislation in Ohio, patterned after the Indiana 
lakw, would be both wise and economical. In addition to supplementing 
and stimulating the work of the county homes, the duties of such an 
agent in Ohio should be extended so as to embrace the after care of the 
boys and girls coming from the other state institutions for children. 
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STATISTICS OF COUNTY CHILDREN'S HOMBS. 

The following is a resum6 of the statistics of county children's 
homes : 

The whole number of children cared for by these county institutions 
from the date of their organizations to the 31st day of August, 1899, was 
18,802 ; of whom 10,682 were boys and 8,120 were girls. Incomplete sta- 
tistics show that of the whole number, 2,750 were full orphans ; 3,743 had 
father living; 3,691 had mother living, and 4,507 had both parents liv- 
ing ; 3,074 had parents separated. The number reported as having been 
placed in private families aggregated 5,743. 

The aggregated capacity of the forty-seven homes reported is 3,502. 
The estimated value of home buildings and premises is, in round num- 
bers, $1,750,000. The combined acreage is 2,500 acres. 

Statistics for the year ending August 31, 1899, show that at the be- 
ginning of the year there were 2,350 inmates. Received during the year, 
1,534 ; total cared for during the year, 3,884. Of this number 749 were 
returned to parents or guardians ; 647 were reported as placed in private 
families ; 90 transferred to other institutions ; 21 ran away ; 193 were out 
on trial, and 91 died— a death rate of .01. 

The number remaining in the homes on the 31st day of August, 
1899, was 2,328. The total number of teachers and emyloyes was 466. 

STATISTICS OF COUNTY INFIRMARIES. 

The following is a resum6 of statistics of county infirmaries : 
The number remaining in the infirmaries of the State at the begin- 
ning of last year, September 1, 1898, was 9,158. The number received during 
the year was 6,715. The whole number on record being, males, 10,863 ; 
females, 5,711 ; total, 15.863.' The whole number discharged during the 
year was 6,854, of whom 106 were children placed by indenture or adop- 
tion ; 182 ran away ; 1,364 died— a death rate of .086. The number sent 
to other institutions was 257. The number remaining in the infirmaries 
at the close of the year, August 31, 1899, was 9,011. This shows a decrease 
in the infirmary population during the year of 147. 

Three thousand five hundred and fifty-two of the number remaining 
were reported as being unable to read and write. Of the whole number 
remaining 148 were under three years of age ; 321 between three and 
sixteen years of age ; 4,380 between sixteen and sixty years of age, and 
3,640 over sixty years of age. Of the 321 children between three and 
sixteen years of age, 202 are reported as being of sound mind and body. 
I would call special attention to the fact that these children are main- 
tained in the county infirmaries contrary to law. 
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The number of insane persons remaining is given at 1,840 ; epileptic, 
369; idiots, 746; blind, 230; deformed, 238 ; crippled, 197 ; disabled by 
disease, 1,392 ; disabled by old age, 2,873 ; not disabled from any cause, 
1,084. The number of births during the year was 180. 

Of the number remaining 3,527 were born in Ohio, 1,440 in other 
states and 2,740 in foreign countries. 

The total gross current expenses, including salaries, were $949,576.63. 
From this latter sum should be deducted the receipts from sale of farm 
produce, stock and expenses .of inmates paid by themselves or friends. 
The whole amount received from outside sources was $110,385.80, leaving 
the net current expenses for the year at $826,295 72. In addition to this 
the infirmary directors have reported $237,929.00 as expended for out- 
door relief. 

The per diem and expenses of infirmary directors were $55,303.64. 
This latter expenditure is in addition to those already given. 

STATE HOSPITAL STATISTICS. 

The statistics of the State Hospitals for the past year, including the 
seven hospitals for the insane, and the Epileptic Hospital at Gallipolis, 
show the following results : 

Since their organization the whole number of patients under treat- 
ment has been 49,798, of whom 1,588 have been cared for at the Epileptic 
Hospital. The total number of recoveries is reported at 17,262, including 
110 at Gallipolis. The whole number of deaths, from the beginning, has 
been 9,326. The death rate at the several hospitals varies to a consider- 
able extent, being higher in those institutions where the least effort had* 
been made to exclude the class usually found in county infirmaries. This 
is especially noteworthy at the Long view Hospital where practically all 
of the insane population of Hamilton County has been cared for. Here, 
for various reasons, the hospital authorities have not followed the practice 
that has almost uniformly obtained in the other insane hospitals of the 
state, of returning infirm and chronic cases to the infirmaries to make 
room for more recent cases. The death rates have been as follows :

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At the beginning of last year the whole number remaining in the 
eight hospitals was 7,7(56; received during the year 2,493,— a total for the 
year of 10,259. Of the number received during the year 512, or a little 
over twenty per cent., were readmissions. The number discharged dur- 
ing the year as recovered was 739, of whom 29 were from the Gallipolis 
Hospital. The basis on which recoveries are determined at Gallipolis is 
tffo years without a seizure. 

DuriDg the year the whole number of deaths was 633. The number 
remaining in the hospitals on the 15 th of November, 1899, was 8,183, a 
growth of population during the year of 417. Tne number of epileptics 
in the insane hospitals, all of whom should be provided for ^t Gallipolis, 
is 253. Of this class non«* are reported from the Athens Hospital. 

The net current expenses of the eight hospitals, exclusive of new 
buildings and repairs and improvements, and including salaries, was 
$1,104,531.26. The whole number of employes is 1,115. The average 
ratio of nurses and patients is about one to sixteen. 

The lollowing table gives a general summary of all the statistics 
complied in the office for the year 1898-9
